REPEALING ORDINANCE NO. 91-13, THE PALM BEACH 
COUNTY ENVIRONMENTALLY SENSITIVE LANDS 
ACQUISITION SELECTION ORDINANCE, AND 
ORDINANCE NO. 98-17, THE AMENDMENT THERETO, 
CODIFIED IN CHAPTER 11, ARTICLE VIII, DIVISION 3, 
OF THE PALM BEACH COUNTY CODE, AND PROVIDING 
FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR

Section 1. Repeal of Ordinance Nos. 91-13 and 98-17.

Selection Ordinance, as codified in Chapter 11, Article VII, Division 3, of the Palm Beach County 


Code is hereby repealed, and Ordinance No. 98-17, the amendment to Ordinance No. 91-13, as | 


codified in Chapter 11, Article VIII, Division 3, of the Palm Beach County Code, is also hereby 
repealed. 

Section 2. Repeal of Laws in Conflict. 

All local laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this 


Ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 
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Section 3. Severability.
